W. A. Hogan, ot Jones county, la., re- 
cently shipped a number of horses to 
Switzerland, and according to his report 
in the Anawosa, “Journal,” the venture 
was a success. The horse markets he 
visited there are at Lucerne and Basil. 
A horse fit for carriage or for saddle sells 
for $200 and upwards. The supply of 
horses is short in Europe. Horses are 
not bred there as they are here- Laud 
is valuable and cultivated for every dol- 
lar there is in it by the use of fertilizers 
aud forcing crops by every possible meth- 
od. Horses or cattle are not grazed in 
paddocks or great pasture fields as we 
feed them during the grass season in tiie 
stable. Besides this, a horse in Germany 
aud Switzerland, or France and Belgium, 
for that matter, is not allowed to fool 
away any time. He is worked to the 
limit of his strength. Mr Hogan says 
his firm intends to make another ship- 
ment as soon as the horses can be col- 
lected for a cargo. Several horses* died 
of colds on the sea voyage, but in the 
main they were in excellent condition 
when they reached Laucerne. — Stock 
Farm.

“The hygienic value of the hath to 
people in oulinary good health is very 
greatly increu*e*l by a most vigorous rule 
bing,” writes Dr. Cyrus Faison in discuss- 
ing "When and How lo Bathe,” in the 
June Ladies’ Home Journal “With the 
tiesh brushes aud gloves, the rough Turk- 
ish towels and oilier appliances- -one of 
the most valuable is the narrow hand of 
toweling — th ,s can be administered with 
the greatest ease, and it should alw ays lie 
thorough— in fact, it is difficult to overdo. 
Its effect is to stimulate the reaction from 
the hath, and bring the vessels ami 
nerves of the skin iuto a healthy, vigor- 
ous condition. One of the most valuable 
baths to tli'ise in whom the organs of 
the lower part of the trunk are weak is 
thehipbath. In this the bather is seat- 
ed in the hath, and the water covers the 
body as high as the waist. If the water 
he cold, that is, if we desire to stimulate 
the organs by theshock, a towel wet w itli 
cold water must he folded turban-w iseoli 
the head. The duration of the hath is 
from tifteeu ~jo twenty minutes, aud its 
effect is immediate. The l»aths excite 
the vasomotor nerves of the abdominal 
orgaus. Their use should be prescribed 
by a physician. As long as the result of 
bathing is not to weaken the battier we 
can practica lysav a person cannot when 
iu health, bathe too much. I havespoken 
of the hygie iic value of the bath, hut I 
have said nothing of the physical pleas- 
ure to be derived from it. Every one 
knows the delicious feeling of cleanli* 
ness, the glow of the skin, ami the gen 
eral sense of robust health which follow 
a good bath. What is more delightful 
thau the exhilaration ol a swim in salt 
water? These results are a part of the 
experience of all, but it must uot he for- 
golton that in these very physical pleas 
ures there if a distinct bygieuic effect.”

Chief Tobin and Of- 
ficer Brown grabbed them at onee, but 
were set upon by the other Negroes 
and knocked down. Ed Callahan. Rue- 
eel! Hughea. Lee Cohen and Tommy 
Newman, who were standing in a drug 
store near by, grasped the situation, 
armed themselves, and started to the 
rescue. 

Callahan seized a corn knife lying [ 
handy , and swinging it about his 
head, yelled to the crowd to clear the 
way or get cut. He soon reached the 
struggling officers- Hughes, who is a > 
muscular young druggist, got a pistol. j 
and. clubbing it, knocked the blacks 
right and left and following Cohen an>t j 
NVwman mowed his way to Tobin anJ i 
Brown. They then formed a circle 
around the two arrested Nr groes, 
pointed their pistols at the crowd, and 
finally landed their prisoners in the 
lock-up. Meantime nearly every col- 
ored visitor, including the women, 
drew a pistol or a razor, and were 
struggling to get to the officers. The col- 
ored women did more fighting than the 
men. and atually succeeded in knock- 
ing down both the officers and one of 
the rescuers. Had aid not come sc 
quickly Tobin and Brown would ce«- 
tainly have been beaten to death, and 
this would have precipitated a regulat 
race war. as .the Louisville blacks al- 
most killed Officer Brown's father three 
years ago, and the feeling then engen- 
dered has never died out.

Chinaman Mtabbed In the Heart. 

Bowling Green, Ky., June A — Abel 
Shuck, a Chinese laundryman, waa 
found dead in his laundry Monday.
